On & October 1950, the’3 Antiwircraft Sub-Squadron of Canton, commanded by 

TIANG Inchia (72,44), was ordered by LI IMuaaven ( # hv, & ), commander of 

the Canton Air Raid Precaution Teadmarters, to set up an anti-aircraft 

network at Iumen (113-11, 22-9). The Canton Air Raid Precaution Squadron 

was formed on 1 September; it consisted of three Sub-squadrons, each equinned 25X11 
with six anti-aircraft raid puns and six anti-aircralt machine puns. 
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
